C in cin n a ti, L t*b. 21.—There la every 
prospect of a dangerous fio«xl in the 
Ohio river at this point, aud unless the 
rain lets up within the next twelve 
hours the lower part of Cincinnati will 
be under water. 
The water in the 
river now marks 48 feet 6 inches on 
the gauge, aud 
rising at the 
rate 
of 
2 inches 
an 
hour. 
The 
gieat boily of 
water 
from 
alx>ve 
has not reached here yet, and that will 
make the stage of water not less thuu50 
feet, which is 4 feet al>ove the dan­ 
ger line. Old river men think prospects 
are good for at least 55 feet of water. 
At 55 feet the Central depot will be 
flooded and trains will bs compelled to 
start from the suburbs. 
Reports from up-river points indicate 
heavy rains, especially along tile Big 
.SUndy and Kanawha rivers. 
The con­ 
ditions at this time are much the same 
as they were at the time of the disas­ 
trous flood of 1884, but it is hardly ex­ 
pected the present rise, 
unless the 
heavy rains continue, will come within 
15 feet of that stage of water, which 
was 71 feet. 
Merchants in the bottoms 
on the river front are engaged in re­ 
moving their goods to places of safety.

Behind it 
came train No. IO, the New Haven lo­ 
cal that left the Grand Central depot at 
7:02 a. rn. The New Haven train ran 
into the standing “shop train,” wreck­ 
ing itself and the rear cars of the train 
with which it had come into collision.

flames broke 
out, and while every thing was in 
terror and confusion a third engine, 
running “light.” that is, without cars, 
crashed into the wreck. The fire was 
soon extinguished and the work of res­ 
cue began.

RE FORMA! ORY FOR WOMEN. 
The project for a separate prison to* 
woman criminals, which has received fa­ 
v o r ite consideration daring the past 
week by one of the Milwaukee associa­ 
tions for chantable work, is a matter 
worthy of commendation and assistance. 
The sentimental idea that female crimi­ 
nals 
ought to be treated with less 
severity than male criminals, is a fool­ 
ish aud unreasonable fad. Criminals are 
persons whose liberty of action is incon­ 
sistent with the welfare of society, and 
who ought therefore, to be deprived of 
such liberty, without regard to their sex, 
odor or precious condition. If they are 
murderers they should the treated ac­ 
cordingly, and female thieves are no 
more desirable in society than males cf 
like proclivities. 
But there is a difference between the 
mental constitution of men and women, 
as between their respective physical con­ 
stitutions, and in oase where reform is 
practicable there should be a difference 
between the methods 
undertaken 
in 
the oase of B ullets 
belonging 
to 
one Six from 
those 
which 
might 
be useful In dealing with the ether. But 
above all it is desirable to isolate to the 
greatest possible extent the criminals of 
one sex from those of the other, for the 
purpose of preventing the propagation 
of cirme by snob 
an association as 
is morally certain to intensify the crim­ 
inal tendency en both sides. 
The foregoing extract is from the pen 
of T. W Haight, of Waukesha,formerly 
secretary of the state board of charities. 
The point in regard to the isolation of 
the criminals of one sex from those o* 
the other is well taken, and forces a sug­ 
gestion which law-makOiB at Madison 
should crrefully consider. 
There is nows bill before the legisla­ 
ture to appropriate $50,000 for an addi­ 
tional prison, or a sort of a reformatory, 
to relieve the already crowded prison at 
Waupun. No one will hardly deny that a 
separate prison for females would be 
much more desirable than the system 
which now commits the criminals of both 
sexes to the same institution. Inasmuch 
as a new prison is necessary, why not 
spend the fifty thousand dollars in es­ 
tablishing a separate prison for females 
at some other point than Waupun ? The 
present number of females in the state 
prison is only sixteen, while the depart­ 
ment designed for them will accommo­ 
date four times that many. The females 
n the Milwaukee house of correction 
could also be remove! to the new refor­ 
matory, which would make room for the 
increase in male criminals for several 
years to come. 
This female reformatory prison would 
not only be a movement in the direction 
of economy but a greater benefit would 
result therefrom—a complete isolation of 
the sexes during imprisonment, which 
would be a moral reform of great impor­ 
tance.

ABOUT A “R E V E N U E ” TARIFF 
The Madison Democrat has committed 
to memory a stock phrase from a moss- 
oovered democratic platform of the dead 
aud buried past, and whenever it desires 
to express its position upon the tariff 
question, or to declare whether it ie in 
favor of tariff taxep, internal taxes or 
taxes on bachelors, it sagely remarks that 
it is “in favor of the collection only rev­ 
enues sufficient to meet the expenses of 
the government economically adminis­ 
tered.”— State Journal. 
Every democratic epeech-maker and 
platform writer has the quoted lines in 
the foregoing extract learned by heart 
He thinks he is expressing a sharp idea 
when be gets a remark of that kind in a 
speech on a platform, and of course be 
makes it without knowing the sizs of the 
revenues from customs or the amount 
demanded by the government for ordin- 
.ry expenditure. Democratic tariff writ­ 
ers teem to forget that a tariff for reven­ 
ue has come to mean a tariff for protec­ 
tion.

The wonderful growth of the United 
States is vastly increasing the govern­ 
mental expenditures, and the only way 
to meet these heavy demat ds upon the 
treasury is to obtain the money from a 
source the least burdensome to the peo- 
ple—from custom daties.

THISTLES IN C A N ADA PEAS. 


Sam uel M arsden W arns County F arm ers 
A gainst a N ew Crop. 


E d i t o r G a z e t t e —I have noticed a 
paragraph in county papers stating that 
a number of farmers in Reek county in. 
tended sowing Oanada peas for feed as a 
field cropi I would like to say right here 
that I bought some Canada peas last 
week in Edgeiton that had Canada this­ 
tle burrs end seed amongst them, there­ 
fore, I warn farmers to be ver'y osrefol or 
they will raise a orop of thistles as well 
aa peas. 
In my travels through Oanada 
Bnd York state, I saw thousands of 
acres of Canada thistles, end so thick in 
some localities that they cannot raise 
crops or any kind. I will bere try to de­ 
scribe them as near as I can. 
The burr 
or head that holds the seed is from % to 
% moh in length and >4 to y2 inch la 
diameter of dark grayish color. Tbe 
seed is about halt the size of flax seed 
aud af a lightish brown color. Farmers, 
you may IhiDk this a big story, but never 
the less it is true. I visited several farm­ 
ers in Canada and they took me into 
their graineries and showed me their 
grain in the bin s and two-thirds was 
thistle barn and seed. Now. I warn yon 
farmers against sowing seed of any kind 
that comes from Canada without a thor­ 
ough examination. Canada bas a grudge 
against us and we would jast as soon 
pay us with thistles anything else.

Both 
claimed that their water power would 
be m ite! and claimed heavy damages. 
For a time it looked as if the soheme 
would fall through but according to the 
aw published yesterday the commission­ 
ers were empowered to borrow money to 
prosecute the work providing that the 
sum so borrowed shall not exceed thirty 
per cent of the estimated value of the 
benefits to accrue to the lands and prop” 
erty affected by tbe system cf drainage. 
They will immediately take steps to 
purchase the water power at Madison and 
Stoughton and remove them. After tbe 
lakes have been reduced to their natural 
level ditches will be dug, to reaoh out­ 
lying swamps. 
Tbe improvement will 
effect sixty blocks within tbe corporate 
limits of Madison, and several miles of 
street.
